Mr Alexander 
IJigg, the machine-manager, denied through our 
columns last week that the machine had been 
left unprotected (as we were led to believe) while 
tlie crushing was goin^ on. Upon referring to 
our source of information, it turns out that what 
ive were led to believe was a proved fact was 
nothing more than a mere guess— a hazarded 
suspicion. Mr Uigg’s assertion, too, it is stated, 
can be fully borne out by the machine-hands. 
Therefore we are prepared to believe his state- 
ment, and are glad to hoar that no opportunity 
was afforded for the abstraction of the amalgaiu. 
As regards the iiaplication that carelessness in 
the process of cleaning-up had something to do 
with the matter, it gives us pleasure ii</w to he 
nble to state that one of the highest standing in 
his profession — Mr Kcid, the mill-manager, — in 
company with two interested parties, examined 
the tables, ripples, &c., and gave it as hia f>piiiion 
thit everything had been conducted with the 
utmost carefulness ; he could not find the slight- 
est fault or daw in any part of the process. 
This is testimony Ave are bound to accept, an<l, 
ss we have said, it gives us pleasure to publish 
it. We much regret that anything should have 
ariTwared in the Argus which might be inter- 
Ireted as in any way casting a doubt upon either 
the efficiency of the battery, — than which in the 
opinion of judges there is not a hotter in the 
ji;-ovinc3, — or the carefulness and honesty of 
those in charge.

A very numerous attendance gathered to 
witness the first of the series of entertain- 
ments proposed to he given during the Win- 
ter months under the supervision of the 
Baimockbum School Goiiiinittcc. Wo did 
not learn the amount realised, but jirob.ably 
the Comniitteo will find themselves richer by 
£20 or so. 

Tho first part of the entertainment con- 
sisted almost entirely of song.s : recitations 
and readings seem to find no attoinpters 
among Bannockburn performers. Except 
Mr Hurley’s nigger-songs, none of the perfor- 
mances of the others can be said to ho worthy 
of much praise.

MINING LAWS AND MINERS’ ASSOCIA- 
TIONS. 

To the Eililor of the Cromwell Argus. 

Sir, — Now that a considerable time has passed 
since the meeting of the Mining Conference, I 

c. an with due deliberation and regret assert that 
disappointment .at the result is the general fool- 
ing ; and 1 much fear that unless combined ac- 
tion and energy are at once brought to bear on 
the subject, the entire movement will prove a 
Tailuro, It is far from my desire to underv.alno 
the disinterested and patriotic efforts of the 
originators; hut the attempts made by the 
Delegates to call the .attention of Government to 
•existing abuses will certainly prove abortive 
from the excessively feeble m.anner in which they 
have been represented, For instance, in a gentle 
and hesitating manner they suggest that it is 
desirable that the discretionary power of the 
tV.ardens should ha more clearly defined. This 
is truly a polite way of remonstrating when the 
Warden possesses more irresponsible power than 
the highest English tribunal. This may seem a 

d. aring assertion ; but if you refer to the Gold- 

fields Regulations, you will perceive that nearly 
all the clauses state that he may do this or may 
grant that, but in no ease that he must or must 
■not ; and lest that should not give sufficient 
power, the Gold-fields Act, 1866, clause oxv., 
empowers him to inflict a fine instead of forfei- 
ture. Moat miners arc aware of this. But the 
climax of irresponsible power is granted by cLanso 
Ixviii., which states; “Every sneh W.arden 
shall have power, in every ease brought before 
him, to make such decree or give such judgment | 
ns shall be just, without regard to any rule of law, 
or the practice of any court of law or equity, and 
to award dam.ages and reasonable costs, or direct 
payment to be made to either party." j 

Another power that sadly wants restraining 
i.s that of postponing tho hearing of cases or ap- ] 
plications from week to week : by this means, 
they can weary out whom they please with per- j 
feet safety to themselves. Fancy a poor miner | 
being compelled to travel twenty or thirty miles j 
in order to obtain a grant for a race, residence 
area, or extended claim, and by some quibble 
, having to renew his visits week after week. 
Having at Inst given up the attempt in despair, 
he mav very probably find that a more favoured 
individual will obtain the grant rvithout trouble 
a few weeks afterw.ards. If few such cases 
happen, it is not because the Warden does not 
possess the power, and many applicants may 
r.ather thank their own perseverance than tho 
Warden's inclination. Such power should not 
he given to any class of men, however honest 
and disinterested, and still less to Wardens tvIio 
are generally believed to he peculiarly liable to j 
be influenced by big storekeepers, jolly jmblieans, 
and other aristocrats. This is hut one ( perhaps 
the most important) of the most existing abuses. 
All the mining laws are in a perfect mess,— con- 
tradicting one another in various pL-ices, and 
admir.alily calculated to bring cniploymcnt to 
legal vultures. Therefore it is very desirable | 
that a uew Act and new Regulations (retaining | 
■what is good of the old) should be passed .and j 
the old ones repealed. | 

I have one more subject to refer to in connec- \ 
tion ivith the Miners' Association. I perceive 
by your paper that there is a dispn to about pro- j 
ccdeuQO between the Cromwell .and Bannockburn 
Societies,— trifling .and ridie.ilous at present, but 
liable to cause great injury to the movement we 
all desire to help. My opinion, and that I have 
heard expressed by all those of my class to wlinin 
I have spoken on the suhjeut, is, that it is bad 
t.aste for publicans, storekeepers, anil mining 
agents to shove tlienisclves forward into a society 
having for its object the form.ation of the miners 
into a 0 '.mipact nig.anisution which would eninpei 
the attention of Government to their just de- 
mands. The assistance of the arielocracy wonll 
he very acceptable to the .'tssociation in some 
cases, but in m.sny others the interests of the 
two would he hound to clash. For instance, 
those paying into claims might wish to reduce 
wages ; ami tho simidific.ttion of tlio mining laws 
so much to he desired hy the minor would l>o 
profcssioimi ruin to-thc mining agent. If those 
“ big hngs” would bo content with the position 
of lion, mems., and kindly sabsoribe if we should 
find it necessary to send round the hat, we should 
all be delighted, and will he most happy to give 
them a luro as Chairman, or any other harmless 
.and honourable billet at public meetings ; but as 
to their taking prominent positions, I can only 
sny, Timeo Danaoe, as they say in Gaelic.

Tuesday last being Ail Fools’ Day, numo- 
roua practical jokes wero played off upon tho 
unwary.

April 2, 1873. 

Tlie mail from CromweU to-day conveyed 
to us the pleasing information that a tender 
for the mountain track had been accepted, 
and that the work of formation would be 
commenced immediately. I have reason to 
think the adoption of the Kirtlebiirn route 
in preference to the other would have given 
general satisfaction to the residents here, — 
chiefly on account of the greater facilities it 
would have afforded for travelling in winter. 
However, I suppose we ought to bo thankful 
to get the track made reasonably safe for 
summer travelling, and will have to comfort 
ourselves with the reflection that the error — 
it error there has been — did not originate 
here. 

Several portions of the road between Lug 
gate Creek and C.ardrona (by way of Mount 
Barker) stand very much in need of improve- 
ment. There is a dangerous sideling just 
below the entrance to Cardrona Vallo}", and 
not far from the same spot, towards Mount 
Barker, a huge rock in the centre of tho road 
endangers the passage of vehicles. An acci- 
dent rc.siilting from the defective condition 
of this road occurred a feiv days ago in the 
neighbourhood of Sprott’s Creek, whore a 
drayman had the misfortune to break one of 
his shafts, and at the same time had a valu- 
able horse injured. As the District Engineer 
may not be aware of the e.xistence of such 
impediments -as I have described, I trust this 
paragraiili will not escape his observation. 

Instances of uncommon longevity are sel- 
dom met with in remote mining settlements 
such as ours ; but I think Bi^anch Creek can 
boast of possessing the very oldest inhabitant 
within a radius of flfty miles from Cardrona, 
I alludo to Mr Bolton, sen., late of Sydney, 
who lias arrived at tho patriivrchal age of 90, 
and is still hale and vigorous. 

Our school continues to flourish, the aver- 
age attendance numbering about a score. 
MrsComyn, the teacher, performs her duties 
to tho entire satisfaction of the parents, 

Tho European population of Cardrona is, 
I am happy to say, on the increase ; whilst 
the Celestials arc dimishing. Twelve months 
ago there were 600 or 700 Chinamen on the 
Creek, and now the number does not much 
exceed 200, 

Mining matters up the Creek (above the 
township) are in a fairly prosperous condi- 
tion, most of the miners there earning good 
wages. 

At Branch Creek (four miles below tho 



town), all the ground at present available is 
held by two partje.s of Europeans and two of 
Chinese. These are reported to bo doing 
very well. 

Messrs Bond, Mackin, and Co.’s special 
grant, situate nine or ten miles further down, 
still remains undeveloped. The proprietors 
arc awaiting the arrival of the District Sur- 
veyor to mark off the area ; and when that 
is done, they intend to float a company under 
the Limited Liability Act — the present holders 
retaining shares only to tho amount of the 
capital they have actually expended in ob- 
taining the grant. 

THE DEEP LEAD 

extends from tlie terrace opposite the town- 
ship to the commencement of Butcher’s Flat 
— a distance of three-quarters of a mile.' 
Tho Enterprise (Bond and party) are greatly 
impeded hy tho constant acouinulatioii of 
water in their ground. In spite of this draw- 
back, however, they continue to work most 
energetically, and will probably soon reach 
the deepest portion of their ground. In the 
adjoining claim, the Band of Hope, water 
has gained the ascendancy, having accumu- 
lated in the pump-shaft faster than they could 
get rid of it. In order to remedy this dilli- 
culty, the shareholders have commenced the 
construction of a very long (tunnel) tail-r.ace, 
which, when completed, will drain not only 
the Band of Hope claim, but also those on 
either side of it. This is one of the most 
gigantic aud important works that has yet 
been undertaken here. The shallow ground 
in the Banner of War claim is being worked 
with payable results. Tho deep sinking 
connot be proceeded with until some definite 
result is arrived at in regard to the compen- 
sation of the agrioultnral lease-holder int; 
whose ground this and tho adjoining claim 
(the Empire) extend. The Empire share- 
holders aro similarly circumstanced ; work- 
ing inferior ground while waiting the final 
issue of the arbitration pending between the 
two deep-sinking comp.anies and the agricul- 
tural leaseholder. ■ Tho Union claim is pay- 
ing small wages, but sanguine hopes are en- 
tertained of better days to come. The 
Young Pirate is still paying handso.ucly, as 
of old.

On Monday, March 24, the twenty-fifth 
annivei-sary of the Province, the Dimed i a i 
Star has an article noting progress, wliich i 
was compiled with the aid of an early number t 
of the first Otago newspaper, the Otago News, » 
We extract the following ; — ( 

“Before concluding with a notice of the ? 
first anniversary, we will briefly compare ? 
Otago in 1848-9 with what it is in 1873. In j 
1848 there were 84 married men and 192 | 
single ; total, 276. Married women, 78 ; i 
single do, 131 j total, 209— grand total, 485, i 
Of these 168 belonged to the Cliurch of Eug- I 
land, 19 were Wesleyan, 276 Free Church, 19 i 
Roman Catholic, and 4 non-sectarian.
